WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—(/)— 
Looking ahead to the winter and 
spring that intervene before another 
season, federal officials said today 
they were reluctant to measure the 


‘full sweep of the present drouth. un- 
til after that time. 

Despite the greatly reduced corn 
crop, Secretary Wallace and other ag- 
ricultural leaders said the farmers 
were in better condition to carry 
through until spring than during the 
1934 drouth. 

They said that substantial rains 
and a light, open winter followed the 
1934 aridity and pastures were thus 
restored and many animals enabled to 
find forage feed. 

The present ratio of more feed and 
hay per animal than two years ago 
could pe upset, they added, by con- 
tinued lack of rain this fall and a se- 
vere winter. 

Measures to tide many farmers 
through the rest of this year and as- 
sure them seed for crops next season 
were expected to be announced early 
this week. 

A $10,000,000 seed purchase pro- 
gram to assure supplies of wheat, oats, 
rye, barley and other grains was re- 
ported near announcement status. A 
separate loan program on corn seed 
was being discussed. 

The Works Progress Administration 
announced today 1t had provided emer- 
gency jobs for 74,000 destitute farm- 
ers in the western drouth area, under 
a quota of 111,500.

MADRID, Aug. 2.—(By Air to 
|Paris.)—Artillery was firing point- 
blank into the advancing columns of 
rebels this morning on the Sierra 
-Guaderrama, the 60-kilometers wide 
hilly gateway to Madrid. One of 
the ridges was occupied for a few 
hours by the insurgents. Later in the 
day these victorious detachments 
were in turn wiped out to the last 
man. They had managed to reach 
their objective by hoisting the 
white flag and marching over in a 
body, the butts of their rifles held 
high above their heads in token of 
surrender. The defenders ceased fire 
and relaxed their viligance. Within 
a few yarde of the loyalist positions, 
the insurgents suddenly reversed their 
guns, flung forward a rain of hand- 
grenades and massacred the defend- 
ers of the hill. 

It took a few hours before the full 
extent of the disaster became known 
in the loyalist ranks, but when it 
did, thousands of men volunteered to 
take vengeance for the _ treachery. 
Heedless of the murderous machine- 
gun fire, the volunteers crawled for- 
ward and from 50 yards stormed the 
redoubts. The knifing lasted three- 
quarters of an hour. Then all was 
still.

Newsmen are villainous skeptics. They are always taking the joy out 
of official life. They cocked their collective eyes at the secretary and 
asked if he knew that the increase in government revenue so far this 
fiscal year was about $44,000,000, or just about 1 per cent of the 
$4,000,000,000 relief fund. 

Mr. Morgenthau said that could not be right. Disputants called for 
the record. The figure was obtained from a newspaper at hand. The 
newsmen were correct. Increased revenue for the first 41 days of the 
fiscal year (to August 11) amounted to exactly $44,232,021.55, roughly 
10 per cent over last year, or one-half of 1 per cent of expenditures. 

Disappointment was written on Mr. Morgenthau’s face, but he let his 
letter to the President stand. 

NOTE—Figuring the same rate of increase through the fiscal year 
will give you a total expected increase of $360,000,000 or so for the 
year. This is probably a bad way to figure. No one has any estimate 
of what the increase will be, including the treasury. Mr. Morgenthau 
Says no new treasury estimates have been made since last January. 


TIMELINESS The official inside story of the tax announcement is 

that it was made at this time to help Senator Pat Har- 
rison on his primary. Mississippi democrats will go to the polls Aug- 
ust 25. 

Mr. Harrison is being hard pressed by an opposition which has not 
overlooked the fact that he carried the administration tax burdens in the 
senate as chairman of the finance committee. 

In the highest official quarters, it is said that Mr. Roosevelt prom- 
ised Pat last spring he would make this announcement whenever the time 
was ripe. 

The story may or may not be accurate. Harrison’s own announced 
explanation was that the action was taken to keep Mr. Roosevelt’s op- 
ponents from saying that his re-election would mean more taxes. This 
version is accepted here more widely than the other for two reasons: 
(2) Mississippians pay fewer federal taxes than 35 other states, and 
(b) any political effect of the decision will be national, not local.

Semmes Walmsley, Long’s bitter ene- 
my, who resigned July 1 as the price 
for home rule. While Walmsley held 
office, New Orleans was governed 
from the state capital like a subdued 
province. Long's successors at the 
state house wielded his dictatorial 
laws to operate nearly all city de- 
partments here, collect all the city’s 
taxes and dole out its operating ex- 
penses until New Orleans was reduced 
to pauperism. 

Long devised the laws to drive 
Walmsley from office but he did not 
sueceed in hie lifetime. 

No Election. 


Maestri takes office without bene- | 


fit of election. When the deal was 
made for Walmsley to resign in re-| 
turn for which the legislature would | 
restore the citys rights, the state ma- 
chine picked Maestri for the job. The 
old regular city faction, which Long 
subdued and annexed to his state or- 
ganization before he died, also indors- 
ed Maestri. Al! organized democrats 
here belonged to one group or the oth- 
er, so none filed against Maestri and 
he was ordered elected without oppo- 
sition. isorganized former enemies 
of long made no protests. 

Maestri is a wealthy real estate 
owner who aided Long’s early cam- 
paigns and was rewarded with the 
job of state conservation commis- 
sioner.

HUMAN 


‘That Have Vexed the World 


By VINCENT TOWNE. 


RIDDLES 


THE MYSTERY OF SHAKE- 
SPEARE. 
The world knows least him whom 


it knows best. 

Every nation concedes that the 
superman who wrote under the name 
of William Shakespeare, Shakspeare, 
Shakespear or Shaxper was the great- 
est author whom the world ever pro- 
duced. Little is known of him as a 
man, save that he was the third child 
of James Shakespeare, a glover; that 
when 18 he married Anne Hathaway; 
that five years late. he joined a 
troop of strolling players and went to 
London, where ig two years more he 
was engaged in revising plays; that 


the best company in London; that 
later he worked as a playwright; that 
at 32 he was able to buy a home at 
Stratford, where at 46 he finally re- 
tired and where at 52 he died. 

All kinds of conflicting statements 
have been written concerning his pri- 
vate life. Some claim that he was the 
uneducated son of illiterate parents; 
that even his own daughter - could 
neither read nor write. Others would 
have it that he was forced to leave 
home for deer-stealing in the park of 
Sir Thomas Lucy. 

Another story is that when first 
coming to London he lived upon tips 
given him for holding horses of rich 
patrons of the theater. According to 
still others, after his return to Strat- 
ford he became a petty tradesman, 


selling corn and malt ane lending small 
sums of money t is claimed that 


during the time he was supposed to he 
writing his plays he lodged in the 
house of a humble hairdresser. 

Yet, some of his biographers men- 
tioned his having owned share® in two 
of the leading London theaters. No 
two stories of his life agree. Every 
statement concerning him is qualified 
by clauses expressive of uncertainty. 

Until 80 years ago, however, no 
one seems to have doubted that the 
great masterpieces published under his 
name were written by this man of 
mystery. Then there appeared from 
the pen of an American woman, Della 


forth proofs that Shakespeare could 
not have written these great works. 
Since then other, writers have waged 
a propaganda purposed to deprive 
Shakespeare of © the honors ' freely 
granted by three centuries of admir- 
ers. 

One of the most zealous of these 
was Ignatius Donnelly, once candi- 
date for vice president of the United 
States. Another was Sir Edwin Durn- 
ing Lawrence, Bt., who circulated in 
various newspapers a million copies 
of articles attempting to deprive 
Shakespeare of the credit so long 
granted to him. According to Sir Ed- 
win, the real Shakespeare was but a 
“drunken, illiterate clown” who was

While some of these propagandists || 
Claim that Marlowe was the real au- 
thor of the Shakespeare to Francis 
Bacon, the greatest English scholar 
and lawyer of his day. According to 
the theory of the pro-Baconites, Ba- 
con by writing “Richard IT” greatly 
incensed Queen Elizabeth, who was 
reported to have said, “Seest thou not 
that I am Richard II?” Bacon, afraid 
to recall his own identity, thereafter 
—'tis claimed—hid himself behind the 
toga of the Stratford actor. 

It must be admitted that the au- 
thor of Shakespeare's plays displayed 
the most profound classical learning 
and a deep knowledge of law, as well 
as an intimate acquaintance with the 
details of royal etiquette and of court 
life.. He must have also been. an 
ardent reader of history, who had 
mastered Latin, French, Italian and 
Spanish and who devoured the world’s 
literature, ancient and modern. To 
some who have sought the man Shake- 
speare in the chronicles of his time it 
seems inconceivable that a country lad 
of his parenthood and rearing could 
have acquired all of this knowledge, 
which unquestionably, was at the fin- 
ger ends of Lord Bacon.

It is argued that Shakespeare’s 
name never appeared upon any play 
until after he had retired to Stratford, 
and this has been seized upon as evi- 
dence of his having been sent there 
by Bacon that he might remain in ob- 
scurity while the great plays were be- 
ing turned out under his signature— 
Stratford then being farther from Lon- 
don, in time of travel, than Canada 
is today. 

Strangely enough, there are extant 
no samples of Shakespeare’s writing 
except several alleged signatures, no 
two of which are very similar, nor is 
there in existence a single letter ad- 
dressed to him save one asking for a 
loan of 330 pounds. And the only 
contemporary letters referring to him 
are unimportant missives referring to 
money. 

None of his alleged writings men- 
tions picturesque scenes associated 
with his life such as Stratford, the 
Avon river, or the magnificent War- 
wickshire country, whereas 
Plays are. replete with references to 
St. Albans, Bacon's home. 

. 


Bacon’s qualifications for writing 
Shakespeare's plays have been summed 
up as follows: He was educated not 
only in English but in French, Latin, 
Italian and German; he was the com- 
piler of a book of a book of 1,560 
axioms and phrases selected from the 
great authors and works of all times. 
Because literary geniuses were frown- 
ed upon in England during his genera- 
tion, he spent several years in Paris, 
where the literati were in high favor 
at court. 

The vexed question of the author- 
ship of Shakespeare’s plays has been 
discussed in 20,000 separate volumes, 
and 20 years ago Judge Richard S. 
Tuthill, of Chicago circuit court, in an 
injunction suit, rendered a decision
